Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-39 are allowed. The prior art references do not disclose the device and 
method as claimed by applicant. The independent claims recite limitations that are not 
disclosed in the prior art, specifically strengthened segments axially disposed between 
slit segments. 

Prior art reference Weikl et al US Patent Number 4,451,256 discloses a similar 
catheter insertion tube, with slit segments, (fig. 6), however, Weikl et al fails to 
anticipated or render obvious slit segment interspersed with strengthened portions, the 
strengthened portions scored or weakened as compared to the rest of the tube.
